Tho only 
H!itisf;iction left to the Waiirlerers and their 
fi'ioiids of the Victoria club, was that tho 
Vancouveriie is one of the best all round 
athletes in thia part of tho world, and a geii- 
tleiiiaii who knows how to wear his laurels 
with liecomlug modesty.

The first start was an unfortur.ate one. 
Tho crowd surging on the track, forced the 
riders too closely logether for an easy de- 
parture, and a coUiuioii was the result. 
SiinpKoii's inucliini', a handsoiiie i!iie, buck- 
led, mill the liiii hrukc, while ho, hiiiisidf, 
WHS lifiid fniiii tho grininil with a disabled 
arm, which put an end to his ehaneea for 
the mile eliampionsliip niednl that he had 
been liaining in win lor weeks past. Hap- 
pily this was the only accident of the day, 
und tlie next start ■\vasan excciiiionally good 
one. 'I'lie four riders kept well together to 
tho first tuin, Lawreiiechon midiingthepaco. 
Turner riding in company, and the others 
pedalling oloeo on. Then tho Vancouver 
boy, anxious lo utilize the first grade, drew 
out, und soon showed a good margin be- 
tween his wheel und that of his Westmin- 
ator rival.' Tho latter was the only one 
really^with lilm in tho race. Together they 



piclied- the road— all the races were in real- 
ity road races — and together they came 
down to tho imaginary wire, Lawrenceadnfin- 
ishing first by only about three feet, in 3.46. 
This, for a mile aud an eighth, slow track, 
will stand fully as good as 2.45 for the mile 
on a racing path.

Everyone thought from tho start that 
this was all Piper's race, altliough he wua 
on a solid tire machine, which ho is not 
used to. Everyone was, however, disap- 
pointed in this. Tho favorite finished 
third, -with forty feet lo second. Jeffry 
whom no one had given a thought to, as he 
has only been riding aliiiut three montlis, 
showed himself a level-headed, sure-footed 
riuei-, .safe on his pedals and strong in wind. 
He asaumed the leadership after the first 
I turn hud been made, and only lost it, to 
Sherwood, onco during tho race. Then a 
bed ot soft gravel enabled him to retake his 
place, Sherwood striking it unexpectedly 
and receiving a set back, while Jell'ry knew 
what was coming, and prepared himself for 
a muscle grind. Wlieii the hitter waa seen 
spurting down tlio homestretch, iind the 
shout went up "JefTry's ahead," those who 
could not .sec, lauglied loudly at what they 
took for a joke. Then tho laugh was 
drowned in the cheer which rewarded tho 
performanco of the young Wanderer. This 
race was won in .'1.40, leaving the spectators 
still in doubt as to tho relative merits of an 
ordinary and a safety on the road. Sher- 
wood finished a creditable second. 

TIMKS' OIIAMPIONSHll'. 

This event, open to all provincial riders, 
safeties and ordinaries, pneumatic and 
cushion tires handicapped, was placed fourth 
on tho programme. It was, however, taken 
up third, as the hill climb had to be started 
from another point. The distance named 
by the givers of tho championship medal 
was two miles, and twice around tlie course 
\v!is accepted as satisfactory by the riders 
entered. Piper had intended to ride his 
pneumatic, but objected to the amount of 
the handicap. It waa stated that the 
C. W. A. racing lioard ruled that cushion 
tires should give solid ones 100 yards in 
each mile, and pneumatics should give 
cushions 1(K) yards ; and the proposal was 
therefore to set Piper hack 400 yards in the 
two miles. This ho declined to accept, and 
so came down to the solid tire Special, 
starting at the scratch. This put all on an - 
equal footing, und made contentions of un- 
fair handicapping out of tho question. The 
starters were as hereunder : —

Piper, Turner and Lawren'ceaon kept well 
together for the firat mile, good work being 
done by each, Turner led, evidently deter- 
mined to win, but not caring to exert him- 
self- any moro than was necessary. Piper 
and Turner fought steadily for second, and 
Tiedemauu and Jeffry nave frequent exhibi- 
tions of really good riding. , ' In the second 
mile, Turner, for tbe firat time during the 
day, brouglit out his spurt, a telling one, 
which left all others in the race behind, und 
brought him in first, with 150 feet to spare. 
Turner finished second, with Piper close be- 
hind, and Tiedemann and Jeffry third and 
fourth. Nirgate had apparently gone in 
simply to umuse the crowd. The time taken 
was 8:25. 

Almost before the last man had come in, 
Sherwood appeared on the scene, ready for 
the race, and surprised to learn that it waa 
over. He claimed that he had not been 
notified that the programme was to be' 
changed and the race called before tho hill 
climb ; said that he had traineil and was en- 
tered for the race, and urged that lo at one 
for their mistake the judges should allow 
liim to run over the course against the time 
made, or else r-vce tbo winner. This would 
not have been fair to Lawreiiecson, however, 
as he had won tho race and won it 
fairly, and the judges, while express- 
ing their regret, did not see how 
they could do anything for Sherwood's ben- 
efit. Just then Lawreiiceson came forsvard 
with an offer that stamped him as a true 
athlete of the first water. He said tlmt he 
had no wish to wear a medal, however 
fairly won, if a better iiiaii by a misunder- 
standing had been kept out of the race, and 
offered to allow Sherwood to run him for it 
any time ho wished. Siierwood could not 
SCO his way clear to fix upon auy day uhoad, 
so Lawrenceson, to aottlo the |diiBculty vol- 
unteered to ride over again, without wait- 
ing even for a rest or a rub down. Ho and 
and Sherwood wero called to the scratch, 
sent away without difficulty, and gave tho 
best race of the day. Tho latter led for tho 
opening mile; then Turner spurted,'l!pa^Bed 
him, and again came in a good firat in 8:22. 
Sherwood explained afterward that he felt 
himself fully us good a man as the Vancou- 
vcrito until the latter spurted, and then lio 
saw that it was uU up with him. 

The hill climb wua cinitested by Law- 
reiiecson, Turner, Piper, McLean, Norgato, 
liittaiicourt, Sherwood and <nie of the 
W'li.itcom boys; and waa won by tho Vun- 
coiivei- rider again, with Turner second, 
and Piper third. No lime could be tukon, 
and the race was ridden under dilliculty, 
hacks iuul carriages blocking the course. 

Lawrenceson, while Vancouver claiina 
him now, is an old .•Vnslraliaii rider, an all 
round athlete, wlio liaa distinguished him- 
self as a boxer, wrestler, cricketer und 
swimmer, carefully preserving his amateur 
standing in everything.

Not a little surprise w.isexpressetl by many 
Queen's birthday visitors to Victoria at tho 
natural beauties of the locality, at tho en- 
thusiasm of its people and at the ehiliorato 
pre]iarations made for its lit und p-oper 
ce!(!bratioii. As a matter of course every- 
one went to thu Victoria Arm, the Queen's 
weather which ushered in and continued 
during ihe d iy enabling very large crowds 
of plea.suro .seekers to avail themsMlves of 
thodilVeienl means of Irunspoi-: utimi by 
which tlie ilesireil point was to be reached. 
The (pieslion of ''who was there';" might 
moiit appropriately bo repli-d to in Scotch 
fashion by the interrogation " who wasn't 
there?" Tho ainiy which paraded at 
tho head of the Ann was, ind«;d a cos- 
mopolitan one. It was not by any moans 
all English, or all Canadian, There was a. 
big gathering of Americans who had been 
attracted here, as well by tho representative 
citizens who visited tho Sound on the occa- 
sion of tho Prcsideotiul celebrations, as by 
the assurances they had had of the hearty 
and liberal manner in which the fcstlvit jjf 
Contlnnti on Second Pagit 
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would 1)0 obset vctl. Almost every town 
of iinpoitiiuco betweun tlio Striiita of 
Fuca «nd the city of I'ortlund 
furnished its contingent, and when all were 
assembled together it would, indeed, have 
taken n wise man to discover who was to the 
manor born and who liad only come to enjoy 
the day und assist iu the rejoicing, as a 
friendly well disposed neighbor might be 
expected to do.

WHAT WAS THK fROSI'ECT? 

The banks on either side the water were

most eligible point of vantage, us the 
Judge's barge, ought most certainly, to com- 
mand as much of the course as is not hid- 
den by natural oljstruclions.

FOUK OAKED AMATKUll. 

Tills was ostensibly for 22 foot boats — 
others to be handicapped by time allowance. 
Tlie crows were the white and dark blue, 
consisting of T. Mallandaine, bow ; F. 
Cullin, D. B. McConnan, and W. D. Aden, 
stroke ; tJie navy blue (Capital City Rowing 
Club), W. Franklin, bow; F. C. Wolfenden, 
T. S. Dwight, and R Stannsrd, stroke. 
Both strokes got their men started in really 
magnificent style, and off they went with a 
dasD, rowing very rapidly, the white ond 
darka very soon getting into a rather 
irrfgular and jerky style, the others pulling 
like clockwork. 'Phe navy blues rounded 
Ueadman's Inland something like six 
lengths ahead of their opponents, doing 
their very utmost to get ahead. Tliey 
struggled gamely, b'.;t their rivals, in addi- 
tion to llieir superior coaching, had the 
better boat, which they, as it were, lifted 
out of the water at every stroke. They, 
however, slackened oil' when Hearing the 
finish, and came in something like two or 
three lengths ahead in 13 minutes (?). 
INDIAN ciltOB BACK. 

This, though the next raca on the pro- 
gramme, did not succeed immediately, but 
followed later on, inasmuch a«' aU^ the 
canoes expected to compete had not arrived. 
When the crew? lined up it was seen that 
there were five of them, each with eleven 
paddles. Some of them complained that 
the prizes were not buliiciently large and 
it is said that on this acccnmt several 
canoes did not show n)i. The prizes were — 
for the first canne, ?.'!., 50 per paddle, and 
for the second SI.. 10. The crcw-s were 
two from Somenos and Duncan's station, 
which carried yellow flags; a " Boston" 
crew with red flags, a Victorian crew 
floating the Union Jack, and a Cowichau 
crew having a pink Hag. With tho usual 
guttural exclamations the canoes got off. 
Paildles were llourished and with a yell, 
tlie'craft sprang ahead. First one and then 
another took the lead. On and on the craft 
sped as if things of actual life, the Si- 
washes paddling like demons, the .Somenos 
crew first in l-f minutes .'iO seconds, the 
Cowichan crew second, Victoria third, 
Duncan's fourth, and the "Bostons" last. 

FOUR-OARED AMATEUR. 

This was a race for boys of IS and under, 
with time allowances. 'J'he Capital City's 
Rowing Club's crew, consisted of L. Young, 
bow; II. Dods, W. Spring; W. Jesse, 
stroke; colors, navy blue. The other, whose 
colors where white and dark blue, was 
manned by (J. Mct'ulloch, bow; W. R. 
Wallace, I. W. Wilson, and F. 0. Fawcett, 
stroke. It would have been almost impos- 
sible to make a better start than was ef- 
fected. The men went off like a streak, the 
"Capital Cities " leading, in a few minutes; 
the distance never again being made u]>. 
Indeed, the navy blues ran away from their 
opponents and completed the course two 
minutes ahead in 16 minutes 40 seconds. 
The prize was" a cup. 

SIKOLE SCULL CIIAMpiOKSHir. 

Single scull championship of B. C. , for 
20 foot boats ; prize, a cup pi'eseiited by 
Crane, MctJregor it Boggs. For this event 
there were only two starters — Wm. Watts, 
of tho Rurrard Inlet pluh of Vancouver, 
and 1). DesBrisay, of tho Capital City Club, 
Victoria. Watts rowed in a boat built by 
himself, and Des Bfisay in one built by T. 
C. Jones of this city. The Vancouver oars- 
man's boat was somewhat the lighter of the 
two. A great deal of interest was centred 
in the ereut, as the visiting oarsman's 
backers were confident that their man 
would win easily. Both men were in 
fine condition, and neither had pulled 
over tho 2.f mile course around 
Deadinan's iHland before the race. At tho 
Hash of the gnu both men caught the water 
evenly. Walls pulling a rapid, Deslirisuy, a 
ong stroke. The Victorian was a little ex- 
;ited at first, but soon settled down to 
work, keeping, at the start, slightly ahead 
of the Vancouveritc. Watts continued his 
rapid stroke and made several short spurts, 
l)Ut DcsBrisay kept even with him until op- 
posite Snowden's boat-house, where, getting 
too close in, he was compelled to drop both 
oars. It waa only for a couple of seconds, 
however, and a few telling strokes brought 
liim even, and then ahead of Watts. I)es- 
lirisay rounded the island several lengths 
ahead of his opponent, and from this on his 
victory was assured, Watts falling far he- 
hind. Pulling a long, easy stroke DesUrisay 
increased the daylight between the two 
boats to several hundred yards, and passed 
under the wire an easy winner. No time 
was kept. The club for which ' DesBrlsay 
rowed will thus hold the handsome trophy 
for tho coming year. The winner was en- 
thusiastically, cheered by the crowd on com- 
ing in, and wnrtijly congratulated by his 
boating friends. Watts acknowledged, on 
the two'moeting, that he had been fairly 
outrowed, but hoped to have an opportunity 
for retrieving his lost laurels at the regatta, 
at Vancouver, on Dominion Day.

stacks and rigging, in lines of livinc; fire, 
while their cannonade wus reproduced in 
sound us well as in appearance ; tho burn- 
ing of tho fort, amid the salvos of its own 
artillery, forming a fitting climax to the 
grandeur of tho magnificcut exhibition.

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riTE CELEBRATION. 

The Queen's Birthday celebration was, 
this year, an unqualified success. The 
weather was all that could ba desired. It 
was, indeed, "queen's weather." The 
sports were entered into with zest, and 
everything went oil' smoothly witli scarcely 
a hitch. The people seemed to have enter- 
ed into iin agiceinciit to make the holiday; 
pleasant. Cheerfulncsa reigned. It could 
. not be said <A the Victorians uad their visi 
tors thatthey toot their pleasure sadly, for 
tho demonstrations of enjoyment, though 
not boisterous or in any respect unseemly, 
were lively and general. The city wa« 
crowded. Tlio asgeinhhiges in tlic Park and 
at the Ciorge were literally vast. And there 
was nothing to raar^ ■ the enjoyiiient of the 
pleasure-seekers. The good order that was 
everywhere observed was something re 
luarkablc. There was, we Kupp;.se, a good 
deal of drinking, hut its eirects could not 
be observed in tliti crowds. At the regatta 
there was lib rudeness or impropriety of cpu- 
duct among the ^tbousands tlaat lined the 
shores of the i^rm. There was no quarrelling 
and, we doubt if there was a single fight, 
among even the boys, on the grounds. 
There could not have been fewer than lif- 
teen thousand people ut the Park to see the 
fireworks, and although the darkness gave 
those who were inclined to ho rude and im- 
pertinent, an opportunity to misbehave 
themselves withdut being detected, there 
was no noise, and no one was subjected to 
the slightest annoyance. A lady said to 
the writer, "The quietness was most re- 
markable, one could not tell from auything 
that was heard,' that there were a hundred 
people in the Park."' This speaks volumes 
in favor of tho people of Victoria,, and their 
visitors, for if there were any niimber of 
persons on the grounds, wlio were deter- 
mined to act in an improper manner, the 
police, in tho darkness, could do very little 
to preserve order and decorum. W© may 
say here that the fireworks are declared to 
be in every sense, the crowning success of 
the celebi'utioii. They were, beyond com- 
parison, tho most magniGcont display of the 
kind ever seen on this part of the Pacific 
coast. 

Tho greatest credit is duo to tho different 
committees. They were indefatigable in their 
exertions to insure the success of the cele- 
hiation, and the result has exceeded tho 
hopes and the expectations of the most s.an- 
guine of their fellow citizens. 



FOULINd ITS OWN NEST. 

W'e are not a little surprised to see the 
Times of this city joining the News-Adver- 
tiser, of Vancouver, in traducing tho citi- 
zens of Viotpcift. No one kivowa better tlma 
the editor of the Times that the electors of 
this District were not influenced by any 
consideration of subsidies in returning sup- 
porters of the Government ut the last gen- 
eral election. Tho Opposition candidates 
did their best to aggravate tho discontent, 
which they knew existed, and tried to con- 
vince those whom they addressed that the 
Oovernmont would show them greater can- 
sideration if they demonstrated their dis- 
pleasure by returning men to oppost Sir 
ilolin Maodoiiuld'a adn.inistrution. Their 
arguments and representations, wa have 
reason to know, were not alto- 
gether ineffectual, and the very slender 
support which the Opposition candidates — 
of whom the editor of the Times was one — 
received, was due to this consideration. 
Hut although they did their best to foment 
discontent neither of them received votes 
enough to gave his deposit money. We 
allude to this humiliation of the Opposition 
candidates with reluctance, but when we 
see one of them .trying to create the im- 
pression that ho was rejected because the 
electors preferred subsidies to principle, wo 
have no choico but to represent tliintrs as 
they really wore. The editor of the Times 
has the best reason to know that if 
ever alMton voted on principle without 



jgurd to either mercenary or'Cven persona 
oiiins^derations, the greaib iBiajority of tho 
electors of Victoria, *li£l' so at tho last 
election. Their loynlt^y co the "old flag," 
which the Times so 'often sneered at, and 
their love of British connection and of 
British institutions caused thcni to oppose 
the men who, " under a musk," us one of 
their leaders admitted, vroj-e agitating for 
annexation. Those were the feelings which 
gave Messrs. Prior und Earle their sweeping 
majority, and not any desire, openly ex- 
pressed or secretly entertained, to obtain 
increased money grants from the Dominion 
Parliament. Wo are sorry to see the Times 
bearing falsa witness ugaiast the constitu- 
ency of Victooia,,. ^ 

. SSREWP' OBSERVER. 

The Scottish Leader (an Kdiiihurgh paper) 
of May i)th, contains an appreciative article 
on Victoria, B. C. This city's progress and 
its institutions arc noticed in terJHf of ;ad 
miration and commondiition.. The writer 
has evidently obtained his facts from a re- 
liable source.' This Is what he siys of 'Vic- 
toria's commercial standing : — 

" Victoria in a commcrciiil, as in a suiii- 
tary sense, leads Cnnndu. It is iibsolutely 
sound, and its commercial men are ro(j8rd«d 
as the most solid in the Dominion. Such 
paper as they give is readily negotiable at 
lowest discount rates, whilo many discount 
their own notes, and thereby luld to the 
prolita they have already realized. The 
wholesale merchants settled in Victoria pur 
chase some dry goods lines largely in Great 
Britain, as they are with veiy great diffi- 
culty met by the nviddio men in Montreal 
and Toronto. ^Equal, if not superior, Cana- 
dian cottons and woollens have proved too 
powerTul a competitor for tlic United States, 
and little dry goods business is now done by 
the Victorians with Brother Jonathan." 

The soundness of Victoria's business has 
extorted the admiration of those who were 
not its friends, and did notvlsh it well, 
and, of late years, tho rapidity of its pro- 
gress and the substantiality of its growth 
havo excited their surprise as well as their 
envy, ' 

IMPOSSIBLE pourras. 

A crc&t political Couforeuce sat in Cin- 
cinnati hist week. It was ooaiposed of thir- 
teen hundred members from all parts of the 
Union, but the great majority of them 
were from the West and the South. Igna- 
tius Doimelly, the man who wrote a big 
book to prove that Biicon was the author of 
Shakespeare's plays, was one of the Iciiding 
spirits of tho coustltution-meuding and 
par ty-n^fi king gathering. After long de- 
liberation, nnich of which wa.s r.itlicr noisy, 
the Conference agreed upon a platform, 
which .Mr. Donnelly dccl.ued would ufi'eet 
the politics of the United Slates for the 
next fifty yeurn. This platform is fearfully 
and wouiierfully made. Its buildecs under- 
took not only to refouu the politics of the 
country, but to revolutionize its business. 
They came to the conclusion that there is 
too little money in tlie Unittd States. 
Many of those whom they represent lind it 
very diflicult, impiissible iudctd, to pay 
their debt.s. 'I'liey have horrowed money 
and agreed to pay interest on it. They are 
sorry now that they made such tight bar- 
gains with the money lenders. It is iiicon- 
venicnt to pay the interest punclUKlly, und 
the prospect of being cljJiged to pay the 
principal some day is exceedingly un- 
pleasant. So they cull upon the Govem- 
mcBt to extricate them from their dilBcultics 
and embarrassnients. They resolve that the 
Government shall print an indefinite 
quantity of greenbacks and take upon itself 
the work of issuing them to all who need 
money. They demand the abolition of 
national banks of iasUe, because hunks have 
a disagreeable habit of demanding payment 
for loans when tJiey becomo" due, and of 
charging what they regard as an extortion- 
ate rate of interest for tlic use of their 
money. The Conference resolves that the 
Government shall become the national 
banker us well as the creiitor of national 
currency, and lend ita greenbacks ut the 
rate of two per cent, per auauin to all and 
sundry who Have lands und non-^perishable 
products to offer in security. They also 
rciolvo that ( lovernmeut shall coin un un- 
limited amount of silver. They do not say 
whether the (!overinn(Mit dolhir sliall con- 
tain seventy, seventy-live, or eighty cents 
worth of silver. They, however, resolve to 
make^tho Government dollar worth one 
hundred cents, no matter how much or how 
little silver there is in it. This silver 
coinage resolution Beems to us al- 
together unnecessary, for if the 
people give the Goveiainont power to 
print any amount of paper dollars the raw 
material of which costs a mere trifle, it 
will not require to coin any silver dollars 
at all, the raw material of which costs a 
great flc.il. Men who can get nil the green- 
backs they need at two per cent will not 
go to tho trouble of loading themselves 
down with big, unwieldly atlvoF doUarB, 
The well-printed, crisp, light greenback 
is nnieh handier in every way than the 
silver <lnllar. Besides, a Kilver dollar 
can only be one dollar, whereas the Covorn- 
mcnt with very little extra trouble con 
make tho piece of paper worth a hundred 
or a thousaiid doUttCP. .^f W^ |nqney creat- 
ing and irionoV-ldndiirg'sclibmo is a wonder- 
ful one, truly. But will it work? Did the 
Conference enquire very deeply into former 
governniont schemes to make tho people 
rich by converting reams of paper into 
a national currency? 

There are American citizens who have 
come to tho conclusion that the scheme 
of the noble thirteen liuudrcd to relievo 
the farmors of their liabilities is not exactly 
a practicable one. The St. I',;id Pioneer 
Press, which is cousiilered in the .Stales 
an ably conducted journal, speaks of tho 
whole platform as "a phnntasmagot'ia of all 
the mischievous follies and absurdities 
which find tb« alements o£ B lusurtemt but 



ephemeral growth in tlie restlessness and 
discontents of tho ignorant," and this is 
what it it s^ys about tho first and the 
most important plank of their platform: — 

" It is said there were l^OO men'j presum- 
ably American citizens, in ■^thisi': Cincinnati 
conference. Tho uniaiing thing about it is 
that 1,300 mun could he found ih the limits 
of the United Stntes so ignorant of tho 
simplest and plainest facts, to say nothing 
of the principles, of finunco as to gravely 
propose, in a document intended for pub- 
lication as un expression of their views of 
national policy, a thing so preposterous as 
this so-called subtreusury schcmo of un 
unlimited issue of greenbacks to be loaned 
out by the Government at two per cent, per 
yeivr on chattel security to every Tom, Dick 
or Harry who hud any chattels to olTer. 
We might point out several serious defects 
in this ooniprehenaive scheme for furnishing 
everybody with all, and more tlian all, the 
money he needs. At present we shall be 
content to indicate but one. -\nd that is, 
that the scheme is unnecessarily complicat- 
ed by requiring security for the advances of 
the (iovernment. Moreover, this require- 
ment involves a manifestly unjust discrim- 
ination in favor of those who have wheat or 
corn or other chattels to oflTer as security 
^d against those who have nothing. It is 
a continuance of the old policy of discrim- 
inating against the poor." 

The Cincinnati statesmen will no doubt 
denouiKc tho Pioneer- Press as the subsi- 
dized organ of an oppressiV'S plutporauy, 
for it is the fashion of these reorganizers of 
society, and menders of tho world, to abuse 
und vilify anyone who is honest enough and 
independent enough to laugh at their 
crotchets and expose their follies. 

TIm! Americans pride themselves on 
their intelligenee, and express contempt 
ifor tho ignorant masses of other lauds. W« 
do not think that this Cincinnati platform, 
drawn up with such care and agreeil to 
with so much enthusiasm by thirteen hun- 
dred leaders of the people, whose intelli- 
gence is presumably higher than tho over- 
*ge, will give the world at large a very 
high opinion of the ability, tho knowledge, 
and the political aptitude of the American 
people. If their "noble system of educa- 
tion" Clin produce no better results than 
this, the sooner they cease to coll it 
"noble" the lietter.

The First Fatal Acciileut ou the Liuo 
of the Eleotrip Uailway— Ljttle 
ifithel An^«#sou. the Victim. 

A Terrible MParniuff to »!hildren to 
Keei) Off the Traiik— The Motor- 
iieer in .No Wiiy To Blame. 

The first serioHsVccidont on the line of 
the electric tramway since the iuatitution 
of the secTicc, was recorded Monday night, 
the victim being little Ethel Anderson, 
whose father keeps a small grocery at the 
corner of Douglas and Pembroke streets. 
The full facta in opunection with the sad 
afTuirwero narrated in the evidence laid 
before the eoronc'r'3'"3ury,whicll sat yesterday 
under Dr. Morripon's presidency, at the 
city hall. The ji^'y was composed of Thos. 
Tugwell, foreman, J. R. Kerr.'vW. E. Aidd, 
J. Teague, jr., Henry Clay and B; J. Walls. 

Dr. W. H. MacNaughlon-Jonea was the 
first witness. He know little of the cir- 
cumstances of the iTcase, having been sum- 
moued to attend \a child injured by the 
street oar, and knlvblg to find the little one 
dead. He made no examination ef the 
body. " . . , 

Dr. Ernest Hall deposed to having made 
the pout mortem, ufltL described the result of 
his investigation.*;. Ho found the back part 
of the head eonsidoFably bruised, as well us 
the face and forehead. The spine was 
broken, but as there were no marks of the 
wlieels oil the body, it would Bp|pear as 
though the child had been (struck fairly in 
the centre of the back by the car, unci the 
spine at that poiut hail been broken. This 
blow, in itself, would be sullicieiit to cause 
death, as would the shock without the 
fracture or the injuries to the head. The 
general appearance of the body denoted 
that the child had been struck and then 
hauled underneath the car. 

Mrc. Earl, who lives ou tbu opposite cor- 
ner to the little girl's home, said that a few 
minutes before six, on Moiiihiy ocning, she 
WHS at luT door, looking after her own baby 
which was iu its buggy (jii thc sidewalk. 
She saw the cir coming down the hill from 
the fountain and the child standing in the 
centre of the track. She did not sec tlie lit- 
tle one attempt to move in any direction, 
and wdien she noticed her the car was not 
more than a yard and a half from the baby. 
She saw tho car strike tlie child aud then 
immediately back up. No one hod time to 
do anything ; it was all oyer 
iu a second. There were other child- 
ren around, but she did not know 
them to be playing ou the track. There 
was no one witli Kiliel Anderson when she 
was on tho track. Seeing the child's dan- 
ger, and being unable to save her, witness 
surcamed; she could not say whether the 
oiir was running fast or slowly. 

.Mr. .1. L. Stamford testified that he wus

I ordered my men 
level their .i;uiih at the crowd on the 
wharf, and tiun st(;p|)iiig to tlu^ side of the 
vessel, I told the rioters that if another 
piece of coal was thrown, I would give tho 
ord(!r to (he. Tliis threat had the desired 
cfl'ect, and uo more disturbance was created. 
Tbu ])olice appeared shortly after and dis- 
persed the ui-owil. 

"Win II 1 stnrteil to the Custom House, 
in the afternoon, to clear my vessel, I was 
surrounded by several hundred of the local 
seamen. I spoke to them ■ and told 
them that after the scenes of the nioriiing I 
considered them a ])ack of cowards, ami a 
disgrace to civilization, having acted as 
they (lid in dragging men of their own 
color about the deck like dogs, and frighten- 
ing innocent women and children, who 
were amonc tbc passengers ou board the 
steamer. I told them that I was deter- 
mined to defend niy men, and would do bo 
with my life if necessary, and that if they 
came aboard my ship again they would do 
so at their peril. 

"It was tke most outrageous thing that 
I over saw. There.was no strike and the 
a li'a i r waa a surprise. The' San Francisco 
union had wanted mo to disqhar^e a crew 
of Ijremen that I had hired herem Victoria. 
I told them that my ship was an Englisli 
ves.xcl and that I had an English crew that 
were members of the union .here, but they 
refused °to aobnowledi^e this uninu and 
were rletormincd upon dictating to me. 
They prcvniled upon several of tho crew to 
leave, niid I wa.s forced to make up my 
crew US beat I could."

Mr. Wni. Actoii, who was with tbc 
motomeer on the platform, said that he 
noticed the child stop about six yards from 
the track, and then, when the car was only 
about three or four yards away, dart sud- 
denly in front of it. Under the circum- 
stances it was impossible to save her. If it 
could have been done by Anyone, those on 
the front platform would have snatched tho 
little one up. The brake was on all 
the way down the hill, and as soon 
as the motorncer saw the danger ho re- 
versed. No blame could possibly attach to 
the driver of the car. The boll was rung at 
every corner, including the one at which 
the accident occurred. 'Cbr. child made a 
dart in front of the car, just as it was on 
her, and no ono iiould have prevented the 
accident. 

Robert A. Anderson, the father of the 
deceased, said lliiit she was two years and 
ten mouths old. ifo was in the store at the 
time that she was struck by the car, and 
saw it come doivp. tlio hill and then 
bound back apparently without stopping. 
He thought soiiiotliing had been run over, 
but did not know until the car stopped that 
it was his child. The cars generally came 
down the hill (piickly; it was a steep 
little incline. The little girl had run out of 
the house to wlieio some other children 
were playing about, and as far as he could 
understand, had run across th.i truck, where 
she would have been all right had uot some 
of the others called to her. ' Then she made 
a dash in front of the car, 

Movbmeer Brinckman deposed to having 
been five months on tho cars and always on 
the Douglas street line. Ho had noticed 
the children playiiig at tho side of tho track, 
near tho walk ; a little boy was rolling the 
little girl over in tho dirt. Just about 200 
fact aliove had stopped to piok up tWO pas- 
sengers ; starting on the current and then 
braking for the hill. ^When he "saw tho 
children lie was afraid of on uecidont, be- 
cause it was impoasiblo' to tell at any time 
what children wonld do. liefore he saw the 
child (III tho track set the reverec lever, so 
tlitt all he liuil to do was to turn on the 
current to stop up in the ear's length. The 
boll was kept riiiging constantly. When 
the car was ten feet away the child was 
still at the side of the rails ; then 
she ran across the track. In that distance 
he jircferred to trust the current to tho 
brake, and so turned on the full ruveiHC cur- 
rent, but the car 'had the impetus of tho 
steep grade and a heavy load, and slid 
a few feet before the current could 
bo brought to bear.

AN OLD GUN. 

A War-Tlmo Outlaw's Story Ilccallod by 
a liovoliitiDHury Kcllc. 

It^s more than sLx feet long-— six feet 
seven inches. Protly good length for 
a grun barrel? And a shotgnw at that! 

Standing- in the comer of McQueen's 
restaurant on Decatur street is this old 
revolutionary relic, says the Atlanta 
Constitution. There is no such shotgun 
in Atlanta as tliat. It was purchased by 
Mr. Donald McQueen in Charleston, S. 
C, in 18S3. It was. pretty •well worn 
when he purchased it, having seen serv- 
ice in the revolutionary war. 

It was a fine gun in its day, finished 
with the linest of flint and steel loclcs, 
and besides the Tories that it had 
slain, doer, tnrlteys, sc|uirrels and birds 
turned their toes heavenward when the 
old blunderbuss was brought to bear 
upon them. 

During tlic last days of the late war 
there existed a gang of notorious outlaws 
in Robinson County, N. C, known as 
the "Lowry gang." One of the mem- 
bers of this baud of buohwhackers was 
Henry Berry. He was as brave as a 
lion and as reckless as-rwell, he was an 
out-and-out free-booter, who regarded 
neither God nor man. 

He got on a spree one night, and in 
his marauding around the country^ he 
came in contact with a partj^ of sol- 
diers. He retreated at once to his 
stronghold, but carried with him this 
old gim, whicli lie had pilfered from the 
McQueen liomestead. Fearing that he 
would be ovc.rtalvcn and captured, he 
prepared to defend himself. Phicing 
his foot on the hammer, he blew in the 

• muzzle of the gun to see if it was load- 
ed. As a matter of course it was. Fif- 
teen blue whistlers went crushing 
through Berry's skull and theeountry 
was well rid of one dare-devil outlaw. 

Tlie old gmi had nothing to do-witli 
the next tragedy, but tliefo was a close 
connection between it and the ease. A 
little tallow-faced fellow named Jim 
Donehoo read iii the newspapers the 
oiYer of a reward for the capture of 
.Steve Ijowry, wlio became chief of the 
band of outluwt; after Berry's death. He 
tramped all the way fromliis plantation 
homo in Alabama to North Carolina. 
The reward offered was six thousand 
. dollarSi;;Donehoo learned of the where- 
ali'outs of 'Eowry'and effected the capt- 
ure of the outlaw by deliberately shoot- 
ing him. Donehoo drew the reward 
from the .St-.ite; the Lowry gang became 
a thing of the past, and Donehoo, the 
little Akibamian, purchased a farm in 
North Carolina with the money that 
was awarded him. for lolling Lowry. 
Ho settled down , to lead p, quiet and 
peaceable life. But he was not des- 
tined to enjoy theituits of his labor un- 
interruptedly. 

Steve Lowry loft a little boy, who 
was imbued with his father's fearless 
and undaunted spirit. This boy. 
even though he was but a child at the 
time of the tragedy, swore to avenge 
/his fathers death. He endeavored to 
keep lii.s wonl, but was iinfurtunate. 

Donehoo v>-as justified. He killed the 
father, drew tho reward and killed the 
son twenty years after in self-defense. 
That is what tho coroner's jury said. 

The old gun, which is only a link in 
the chain of circumstances that make 
up this strange .story, is ncv.- ;i hre(>eh- 
loader, vAth sever:il inches i.i tlic origi- 
nal barrel cut off. And it is still six feet 

• seven inches long.

Lecture, last Niebt, In l^andon Avenue 
MetlioiUtt Ulinrch by Bev. Or. 
Sntberlaiid. - 

A numerous audienee gathered, lost 
night, ia the ' Pandora avenue Methodist 
church to listen to Rev. Dr. Sutherland's 
lecture on Prohibition. Rev.. Dr. .Carman 
presided, and briefly introdriced the lec- 
turer, who forcibly spoke of the evils of tho 
liquor traffic, tracing up the remedies which 
had been tried for them, viz: restrictive 
license, local option and, as at present de- 
manded, prohiliition. Wherever tho liquor 
trallio prevailed there, he said, was moral 
deterioration, together with a large increase 
of piiuporism and crime. The liquor tralHu 
could not he let alone. This was proved 
by the fuct of its having to be controlled 
and restricted. He contended that 
by the country taking a revenue 
from it they were bound to protect 
and defend it. The general Methodist 
Conference had declared that it could not 
bo licensed without siu against humanity 
and against Goil. lie showed the inconpa- 
tibility of the declarations of die license 
loldcr^, who now dcaiandtd a high license i 
.vitli those of the same men, when they 
advocaleil free trade in licjuors. He dwelt 
upon tlie domiiuition of the saloon in poli- 
tics and of the rejection of the Saott Act, 
because tho Government hud given its 
friends to understand that its continuance 
was embarrassing to them. He referred to 
the fact that during the five and a half 
years the Scott Act had been in force, in 
the county of Halton, ' i on eleven 
terms of the criminal nourt the 
judge had been presented with 
white kid gloves, while on its repeal 
the criminal statistics had made a very 
liflcrcnt showing. iHe spoke of the in- 
fluence which had been exercised on our 
laws by the new party, and advocated as 
a prerequisite to prohibition the .-.giving of 
the franchise to women who would not 
be influenced by party aasoeiations. He 
advocated an agitation for prohibition and 
the organization of the independent vote. 

Rev. C. Watson having expressed the 
s;itisfaction of the Methodists of Victoria 
at the visit of Rev. Dr. Carman and Rev. 
Dr. Sullivan, proiiosed a vote of thanks 
to them for having como here and the ser- 
vices they had rendered.
